As recently as 1920, infectious 

mononucleosis, when recognized 
at all, was called glandular 
frvrr. It was at this time that 
research workers became fully 
aware of the protean nature of 
the disease, as the symptoms 
were found to resemble those 
of a great variety of disorders, 
including surh widely dissimilar 
maladies as mumps, appendicitis, 
typhoid fever, measles, leukemia, 
and infectious hepatitis.

The causative agent of, the 
disorder has not yet been iden­ 
tified. Medical research indicates 
that It is probably caused by 
the result of some virus infec­ 
tion which is transmitted by 
(he nose and throat discharges 
of infected persons.

The most frequent victims of 
infectious mononucleosis are 
children and youmg adults, al­ 
though cases are not uncommon 
among older people. As a rule, 
men are somewhat more sus- 
ceptible'than women.

Epidemic outbreaks are gen­ 
erally confined to schools and 
childrens institutions. So often 
is this the case as a matter of 
fact, that infectious mononu­ 
cleosis has sometimes been 
called an institutional disease.

ajter infection and the physical 
derangement could be summed 
up as "general involvement." 
However, a high fever, which 
may last from one to three 
weeks, is one of the first and 
most common symptoms of the 
illness.

In one form that the disorder 
assumes, glands become swollen, 
particularly the cervical glands 
of the neck; in another, a rash 
resemblimg that of measles, or 
Hcarlet, fever appears, or rose 
spots looking ltke*those common­ 
ly associated with typhoid fever 
may be fomnd on the abdomen. 
In certain othen cases, the sore 
throat is so severe that the ill­ 
ness is sometimes mistaken for 
diphtheria.

Since the cause is unkown, 
treatment is difficult and pri­ 
marily symptomatic. That is, the 
symptoms rather than the dis­ 
ease itself is treated. Advances 
in therapy are pretty much con­ 
fined to management of the com­ 
plications that may occur.

Excepting In those cases 
where serious complications 
arise, fatalities are rare. The 
iHness may last for months in 
some cases, but most individuals 
make a complete recovery in a 
few weeks. Relapses may oc­ 
cur, but recurrence of the dis­ 
order is rare.
